(P. C.., Qu’Appelle) who referred 
to reports the quota would be rai- 
. sed to 20 bushels, 

In connection with this announc- 
ement the wheat quota at the local 
elevators was raised to 14 bush- 
els.. This quota became effective 
last Saturday.

Mr. Ross, who has been a year 
and a half with the Prees Board 
organized Local Nation Boards in 
Canada, and comments that the 
plan of having municiplaties work 
with the federal administration 
which had never before been tried 
has achieved remarkable success. 

600 Local Boards 

There are now 600 Local Ration 
Boards in Canada, They serve to 
decentralize rationing and meet 
community problems first hand 
with better understanding than 
correspondance to headguarters 
could obtain. 

In issuing new ration books 
these Boards have played a spec- 
tacular role. Their first task, to 
issue 12,000,000 ration books 2, in 
Canada ‘was 98 per cent complete 
in three days with about 60.000 
wolunteers helping Mr. Ross stated.
